GOTTAGE INDUSTRIAL 
SYSTEM ADVOCATED. 


-—————. 


That the present system oí primary 
education was almost worthless, was the 
view advanced by the Rev. P. Conefrey, 
C.C., St. Mary's, Moyne, County Cavan, 
in the course of his evidence at yesterday's 
sitting, in Dublin, of the Commission on 
Technical Education in the Free State. 

When leaving these schools, he con- 
tended, the children badly knew how to 
read and write; then they were shipped 
off to America, girls of 17 or 18 years, 
and when they landed in New York they 
did not know how to do a single thing— 
they did not know how to make a cup 
of tea. | 

He favoured the cottage industrial 
system; and this system, he said, could 
only be re-established by a system of 
technical education. Children should be 
prepared in the prjmary schools for the 
technical schools, There should be a high 
school, on rank with the universities, to 
train teachers. They would get nothing 
good in the country except through com- 
pulsion. 

Mr. J. F. Burke, D.Sc., put forward a 
plea for day'commercial classes ; referred 
to the value of ‘‘atmosphere’’ in voca- 
tional training, and declared that com- 
merce was regarded as the Cinderella of 
j) the secondary school system. 


VALUE OF ‘“‘ATMOSPHERE”’ IN 
VOCATIONAL TRAINING. 


Evidence of techiical education as apphed 
to painting was given by Mr. John Sibthorpe, 
of Measrs.:Sibthorpe, painters and decorators, 
Dublin. “He. said that there was a great 
dificulty im getting the number of boys 
required to supply the wastage in the ranks of 
painters, and poorly qualified men got in by 
some other door to the detriment of the trede. 
It had been agreed that it was desirable that 
a complete list of all boys learning the trade 
should bo.kept, and.that ro employer, should 
take on a hoy without having him registered. 
Such a list would be invaluable in carrying 
out compt'sery attendance at the school. 

To Mr.iJ. Good, T.D.—A painters’ class 
was needed, because boys did not learn their 
work .thoroughly in small shops. Abonat 40 
boys in the trade attended the technical 
classea. 

To the Chairman (Mr. J. Ingram)—He 
favoured some form of compulsion, because 
technical education of a tradesman was 
as important to the State as his primary 
education; and the same method of compul- 
sion might. be continued when he became a 
pupil of the technical school. He knew of 
one place where as many as fourteen boys 
would be emploved during the busy season, 
and more than half of them disempioyed in 
the slack time. These boys had no chance of 
learning their trade, and he believed that it 
would be better if all boys in the trade were 
apprenticed. At present there were too many 
men in the trade; and mears should he de- 
vised to compel employers to keep the |Imys 
emploved ‘drring' the whole time. Practical 
instruction in. house “painting was much 
needed. He. meritioned the case of a cele- 
brated London’ firm which sent a foreman to 
earry out a large job in Ireland with the aid 
of local labour. The local men were such that 
the foreman was almost distracted wth the 
work done.. 

AIM OF TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 

The Rev. Peter Conefrey said that he con- 
sidered technical education was the most im 
portant question which concerned the Irish 
Government to-day. Dealing with what 
system should be put into the new nation, he 
adid that this was most important, because 
the system of industry shaped the constitu- 
tion of a nation.” He knew of two systems 
from which to select: the cottage industrial 
system and the factory system. He had a

COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE. 


Proceeding, Father Conefrey said that raw 
materials should not be exported. An in- 
ferior eiass of American bacon was being pur- 
chased by the peasantry, rarely at less. than 
ls. per ltb., while they sold pigs for export 
at 6d. per Ib. Wool was sold at a price that 
did not pay the cost of production; while the 
peasantry were paying a high price for 
shoddy. With a cottage system of industry 
their wool could be kept in the country, and 
the articles produced would be much superior. 
The present system of primary education was 
almost worthless: when the children left these 
schools they badly knew how to vead and 
write: and that was all the knowledge they 
acquired. He favoured the establishment of a 
technical school in every parish, and boys and 
girls should be compelled. to attend tor at 
least four years. He believed they would get 
nothing good in the country except through 
compulsion. Tastes formed by their young 
people would have to be changed. 

At the present time the Irish peasantry 
were in a most deplorable state, growing up 
in the country, and taught absolately nothing. 
Then they were shipped off to America, girls 
17 or 18, and when they were landed in New 
York they did not know how to do a single 
thing—they did not know how to make a cup 
of tea. The cottage industry system of Ire- 
land of the past was the secret of the wit, 
humour, and liveliness of the Irish character, 
The home industries brightened the people;s 
lives, and bronght them together Socially. 

Mass production, he believed, would not 
suit Ireland, which was intended to be an 
agricultural country; the land must be culti- 
vated, and the people must be on the land.

SECONDARY SCHOOLS.

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“1 believe that it is possible to develop 
at least an elementary ‘economic barometer’ 
for the Irish Free State,” said Professor 
John Busteed, in the course of a lecture 
on that subject before the Statistical and 
Social Inquiry Society of Ireland at the 
Royal Irish Academy, Dublin, last night. 

The only fairly up-to-date. measurements 
which were available to the ordinary man, 
he said, were those on foreign trade, bank 
clearings and railway statistics; but demand 
ought to create a supply. In this very self- 
conscious country the number of men, pro- 
minent and obscure, who tried to assess the 
economic position was relatively large, and 
it was puzzling to him that there had been 
no conscious definite desire for some form of 
“ economic barometer,”’ which meant a group 
of representative economic facts. rue, 
there had been a definite demand for a year 
hook or statistical abstract, and such a com- 
pilation would provide a group of very im- 

rtant economic measurements—population, 
vital statistics, foreign trade, prices, and 
other data collected and computed by the 
Government. 

THE OLDEST MEASURE. 

Prices represented . probably the oldest 
measure of economic welfare, and the modern 
tendency was to speak not so much of the 
‘trade cycle,' but of “ stabilisation,’’ which 
meant the deliberate elimination of ‘‘ ups 
and downs.’’ Before they could eliminate the 
recurring and non-recurring elements which 
disturbed the economic equilibrium they must 
be able to feel their approach. 

In Ireland, he declared, they were not 
very interested in the cyclical fluctuations in 
trade; they probably did not believe in them. 
‘They were more anxious to prove that the 
country was going to the dogs, or that it 
Lad a beautiful future in, store. 

They were interested principally in the 
secular. trend, but before that or recurre xt 
fluctuations could be isolated or controlled it 
was necessary to have an efficient and prompt 
assessment of the trading position. - Frice 
index numbers were important, but incom- 
plete, measures of economic activity, 

A POST-WAR PRODUCT. 

Economic barometers were a post-war pro- 

duct, and they were still in a relatively 
esrrly period of development. Their 
cradle was the United States, where 
was published a weekly wholesale prices 
index of 404. commodities, facts relat- 
in; to production, stocks, freight car 
loadings, building contracts awarded, 
money rates and banking. This work was 
lone by the Harvard Economic Service, who 
giso undertook to forecast the economic posi- 
tion. The preliminary. steps were to investi- 
gate business: conditions’ for lengthy periods 
in the past, and to see how far the various 
ups a downs were preceded. by similar ups 
and downs in other phenomena, such as share 
prices. | 

Three curves were established, representing 
speculation, a combination of New York City 
bank debits ‘and ‘prices of certain industrial 
stocks; business, a conibination of bank 
debits of 140. citics outside New York and 
wholesale commodity ‘prices; and money, 
based on rates for short-time loans. 


that these three curves tended to rise and fall 
in regular sequence: that an upward or down- 
ward movement in the speculation curve 
heralded a similar movement in business and 
money. 

The scheme was purely empirical, and was 
revised in 1923 in the light of experience and 
again this year, Eech revision “had made for 
improvement. The Harvard barometer was 

lé outstdriding “éffort “of its. kind in the 
United States, and could be produced only in 
a country. which appregiated and could finance 
such work. In 1923 Harvard’s example was 
followed in England under the joint auspices 
of London and Cambridge Wnfversities and 
the Federation of British Industries. 

POSITION IN IRELAND.

REIGN OF LOUIS XIV, 


THE LADY ARPELAUN 
LECTURES. 


pee ame ' 

In the concluding lecture of the . Lady 
Ardilaun series on reign of Louis XIV., 
riven yesterday. at. Alexandra College, 
Dublin, Principal Grant Robertson spoke ou 
the Court life at Versailles and the position 
of. the nobility, and gave a survey of the 
conditions resulting from the policy of the 


reign, 

Ín 1682 the Court was transferred to Ver 
enilles, ‘which had cost. many lives in its 
construction on unhealthy soil, and for which 
most of the Jabour was unpaid. It was a 
monument to the glory .of Roi Soleil, a 
place where he could be away from Paris, 
which he did not like; in the last thirty- 
three years of his reign he never officially 
paid a visit to Paris, Versailles became 4 
world -of: its own. France must. only 
acquiesce, accept. and obey. Versailles was 
the sedt of Government as well as of the 
Court; all the great nod + pa of State 
were located there. The Monarchy was 
isolated; .so: that the King could not hear the 
heart-beats of the capital or of the rest of 
France. In this he showed his Spanish 
biood in copying similar conditions in Spain. 
From. 1682 the Monarchy and the nation 
were slowly’ growing apart.’ The first in- 
dication of the possibility of danger was in 
‘709, when a mob from Paris arrived in the 
courtyard at Versailles, and Louis heard the 
cries of his subjects for bread. 

ROLE OF THE NOBLES. 

The King had chosen his Ministers and 
commanders from the top ranks of the middi¢ 
classes, rather thah from the aristocracy. 
The nobles were not allowed to take part in 
the life of the nation; they had privileges 
and were exemp& from taxation; they took 
taxes from the peasant after the King had 


taken his, and they spent them at Versailles, 
where they had to be in daily attendance on 
the King, or lose favour. hey spent the: 
time in intriguing, gossiping and gambling. 


In. lé people were dying from 
Mhaise mine! by the. 3 ry thon- 
sands of livres were gambled away at Ver- 
sailles by functionless, irresponsible 
aris . ‘For all this Louis was respon- 
‘sible, and those who succeeded ' inherited 
a system which they were powerless. to alter. 

rom’ 1660 to his private life was 
everything that the private life of any pe. 
son d not be, and the people and the 
nobility followed his example. There may 
be much to be said for autocracy and divine 
right, but there is no such thing as’ abso- 
lutism in morals. Neither monarch nor de- 
mocracy can claim divine right of irrespons)- 
bility in morals. Bossuet and others had 
said courageously that Louis was not 
setting his subjects the example that 
a great king should set in his own 
domestic life. When Bossuet asked 
the King was he to commend to the 
faithful His Majesty's example, the King was 
so angry that he did not repiv: Autocracy, 
more than anything else, can bring about a 
state of things in morals that can have worse 
effects than political defeat in destroying & 
nation. 

» IMPORTANCE OF LIBERTY. 

Unquestionably from many points of view 
Louis was a great king; but there must be 
liberty for a nation; the people must not be 
crushed. It is recognised that the greatest 
blunder of the reign, apart from the moral 
aspects, was the revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes. There were two great emigrations in 
France, the emigration of the Huguenots, and 
the emigration of.the nobility at the time of 
the Revolution. It has been said that in the 
first emigration the nation lost the best of the 
population, and in the last it lost the worst. 
Lavisse wrote: ‘‘ In all national histories there 
are some shameful pages. The Revocation of 
the Edict of Nantes is, perhaps, the most 
shameful in ours.”’

Farming 
capital and the capital of innumerable private 
businesses represents the bulk of Irish 
capital, and this is not obtained by pros- 
pectus. It is only from prospectuses that 
new capital issues can be compiled, Our 
nearest approach to it would he throngh its 
antithesis—bankruptcies. The number of 
failures and the amounts inyolved are pub- 
lished. This item is included in ,practically 
all the barometers. We will, however, have 
&. partial measurement in the long-term 
agricultural credits which we all hope to sre 
in operation in the early fature.’’ 

PRICES. 

The prices section would haye only two 
main sub-divisions—wholesale and retail. 
They had no compilation for wholesale j rices 
of commodities in Ireland. It was the best 
measure that one could get for variations in 
the general value of money. The cost of 
living index referred only to commodities that 
enter into working-class expenditure. The 
group was, consequently, not representative of 
commodities in general. His. remarks on 
wholesale indexes also applied to agricultural 
produce. “Ts it not a reflection,” he’ asked 
that the City of Dublin does not employ a 
** statistician ” ' 

Foreign trade was of great importance to 
the Irish Free State. In this regard he was 
inclined to favour the Italian papasice of 
picking out the actual physical units of 
specific leading commodities.

We adjourned to a saloon, and over a 
glass of wine Collier presented me with two of 
his collection—namely, “ Dante’s Inferno” and 
“ Don Quixote.” He wrote on them and signed 
his name, and, naturally, I have treasured them 
since. He told me later that his first great 
start towards fame and fortune were the 
lectures delivered in New York by the cele- 
brated Dominican, Father Tom Burke, which 
he (Collier) published in I don’t know how 
many editions. But I know everyone seemed 
to have a copy. The lectures were a refuta- 
tion of Froude’s History as regards Ireland, 
and J commend them to anyone who likes the

HUNTING IN NEW YORK. 


We remained fast friends since that day, 
and later in life indulged many tastes in 
common. For example, when Collier hunted 
the Meadow’ Brook Hounds in New York 
State, I had many a day's hunting riding his 
horses. One in icular in 1 I never 
could forget, as [ was riding the greatest 
uller I was ever on, except Dr. Falconer s 
orse with the Wards, of which horse I have 
written in & previous article. Mr. James 
Moriarty wrote to me from Sydney of a hunt 
with the Ward Union pack he had on 
Falconer’s horse, and especially as to that 
art of the run in which he charged into 
‘ount Zobrowski on top of a bank and fired 
him, with his horse on top of him, into a 
road near Trim. He was then even unable to 
pull up to apologise, and the Count was un- 
able to pursue him to demand redress. 
Zobrowski was about the hardest rider and 
best mounted man in Meath and with the 
Wards. Leonard Morrogh told me he never 
saw anyone ride so daring] over the wide 
dykes, not even excepting P Jock Trotter. 
To hark back to my ride with the Meadow 
Brook. The meet was at 4 o'clock, so that 
we first had an excellent luncheon at the old 
Astor Round Room on Broadway and drove 
out in Collier’s coach. I did not like the look 
of the obstacles as we drove to the meet; 
they were all timber, and many were stiff and 
higher than one even meets over here. It 
would not do to be too critical of the pack, 
but they were good enough for a drag, which 
was to be the “‘quarry”’ for that day. We 
were no sooner set going than I realised I 
was in for a perilous experience. But luckily 
my mount made little of the stiffest timber, 
though never steadying himself at anything. 
For an event of the kind, it was long, very 
near an hour, and at the end a good many 
congratulated the “' stranger’’ fer going so 
hard and straight. They did net seem to 
know that I was helpless, and that if I could 
have pulled out at any time I would have 
done so!
